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The corporate name and title of this Association shall be 
_ “Mecuanics’ INSTITUTE.” 


ARTICLE II.—Location. 


The location of this Association shall be in the City and County 
of San Francisco, State of California. 


ArricLe III.—Object. 


The designs and objects of this Association are to cultivate 
a social feeling of friendship, and the mutual improvement of 
its members; the dissemination of information and useful knowl- 
edge by the establishment of a library of circulation and refer- 
ence, a2 Museum and Reading Room, the formation of classes 
and delivery of lectures for tuition, the collection of a cabinet, 
scientific apparatus, works of art, the purchase of property and 
erection of buildings for the requirements of the Institute, and 
for any scientific, mechanical and literary purpose. 





ArticLe 1V.—Term of Existence. 


The term of existence of this Association shall be fifty years 
from and after the filing of this certificate. 


ARTICLE V.—Trustees. 


A. S. Hallidie, Joseph R. Wilcox, Henry L. Davis, John H. 
Gilmore, George Pardy, David R. Coleman, William C. Pease, 
Henry C. Macy, W. W. Hanscom, H. P. Herrick, John Han- 
cock, Jacob Browning, I. M. Scott, and Joseph Britton shall be 
the first Board of Trustees, and shall serve for the term of six 
months. | 
_-(Note—This Article relates to the re-incorporation of 1869.) 
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ArTIcLE VI.—Property. 


No shares of stock, nor any individual right in the property | 


of this Association, shall exist or be acquired during the exist- 
ence of the Association, but the property belonging to, and in 
the name of the Mechanics’ Institute, shall be held in trust by 
the Trustees for this Association, and never be diverted from 
the purposes and intention for which it is organized. 


ARTICLE VII.—Administration. 


SEcTION 1. The affairs of the Association shall be admin- 
istered by a Board of fourteen Trustees, who shall be residents 
of the State of California, and shall have been members of the 
Institute not less than twelve months anterior to their election, 
seven of whom shall be elected annually by the members on the 
last Tuesday in February to serve for two years. 

Sec. 2. Immediately after the annual meeting, the Board of 
Trustees shall organize by electing by ballot from their num- 
ber, the officers designated in Article XI, Section 1, of this 
Constitution. At least eight votes shall be necessary to elect. 

Sec. 3. The Association. shall have a seal, the device being 
a circular legend, consisting of the words, ‘Mechanics’ Institute, 


San Francisco, 1855, California” (letters and figures being re- 


versed), inclosing a design consisting of a shield bearing a bee- 
hive, above which is a plumb line and leveler, crossed, sur- 
mounted by compass, square and rule intertwined; at left of 
shield is an anvil with hammer resting against it; at the right 
an anchor projects its flukes from behind shield; at each side 
above shield is a cornucopia turned down; above the shield is 
a pair of scales in true balance, the bowls of the scales support- 
ing ends of scroll bearing motto: “Be Just and Fear Not;” 
in the middle above scroll is a bent arm holding one in ae 
the forearm crossing beam of scales. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board. In case of his absence or inability from any cause, the 
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Vice-President, or in the absence of both, the Board of Trustees 
shall elect one of their number President pro tem., who for the 
time being shall exercise the full powers of the President. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Trustees shall fill all vacancies which 


| may occur in its own body, subject tothe approval of the In- 


stitute at its next meeting, and are authorized to create and 
appoint such officers or agents as they may think proper for the 
management of the Association, and the Board may adopt By- 
Laws-and regulations for the management of the affairs of the 
Association—change, alter or repeal the same—provided such 
By-Laws and regulations are not inconsistent with the laws of 
the State or these presents. 

- Sec. 6. The Board of Trustees are authorized to receive 
and hold in trust for the Association, such bequests, donations 
and endowments as may be proper for the furtherance of the 
objects of its organization, and to carry out the wish and inten- 
tion of the donor, consistent with the corporate articles of the 
Association and laws of the State. 

Sec. 7. In the administration of the affairs of the Associa- 
tion, the Board of Trustees shall be guided primarily by the 
following principles: | 

To preserve inviolate the integrity of the Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute. Devotion to progress in technical education and the 
economic industries.. Diffusion of knowledge at the least ex- 
pense to the seeker. 

Sec. 8. For the transaction of business eight Trustees shall 
constitute a quorum. 


ArticLte VIII.—Membership. 


SECTION I. Any person of good character may become a 
member of this Association by: 1—Signing the Constitution and 
By-Laws. 2—Paying an entrance fee of one dollar. 3—Pay- 
ing the current quarter’s dues in advance; and 4—Being: ap- 
proved by the Board of Trustees. Upon death of a subscribing 
member such surviving relative as may be approved by the 
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Board of Trustees, may upon signing the Constitution and 
By-Laws, continue the membership of such deceased member 
in his or her own name without the payment of entrance fee. 
Upon approval the membership shall relate to the date of the 
signing of the Constitution. 


Sec. 2. Any non-resident of good character, who is not 
objected to by the Board of Trustees, may have the use of the 
rooms of the Association upon the payment of fifty cents per 
month in advance. 


Sec. 3. The annual dues for membership: shall be six dollars, 
payable quarterly (one dollar and fifty cents) in advance on 
the first business day of January, April, July, and October, a 
fractional quarter’s dues being collected in the first instance 
when necessary to conform to this section. 

Sec. 4. Neglect to pay dues in advance shall deprive a mem- 
ber of his or her privileges, and a continuance of such neglect 
for six months shall forfeit his or her membership, upon a 
declaration of such forfeiture by the Board of Trustees. 

SEc. 5. Persons of good character may become life members 
of this Association, upon approval by the‘ Board of Trustees, 
by signing the Constitution and By-Laws and paying a fee of 
fifty dollars. Life members shall be entitled to all the privileges 
of membership, and shall be exempt from all dues or assess- 
ments during their lives. 

Sec. 6. All members in good standing in the Mechanics’ 
Institute of the City of San Francisco are hereby declared mem- 
bers of the new organization under these articles of incorpora- 
tion. 

Sec. 7. For distinguished services, the Board of Trustees 
may recommend to the quarterly meeting of the members of 
the Mechanics’ Institute the names of persons for election to 
Honorary Membership of the Institute; but in no case shall 
the members elected as Honorary Members exceed ten in one 
year. Such Honorary Member shall be entitled to all the 
privileges of membership, except voting and holding office. 
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ArticLE IX.—Election. 

SecTION 1. Election shall be by ballot, and by such members 
as shall attend in person. : 

Sec. 2. Every person who has been a member for at least 
six months previous to an election shall be entitled to one vote. 


But no member shall be permitted to vote until he has fully 


paid up all arrearages of dues and fines.’ 

Sec. 3. The election of the Board of Trustees, as provided 
in Section 1 of Article VII, shall be held under the superin- 
tendence of three Judges, selected from the members of the 
Institute by the Board of Trustees for the time being. At 
least twenty days’ previous notice of such elections shall be given 
by publication in two of the daily city papers. 

Sec. 4. Nominations for the office of Trustee shall be made 
at the quarterly meeting of the members of the Mechanics’ 
Institute to be held during the month of December of each and 
every year, or at any subsequent meeting duly called and held 
at least thirty days prior to the annual election. Any member 
in good standing may nominate any member for the office of 
Trustee of the Institute, provided that each and every candidate 
so nominated shall file with the Secretary of the Institute, at 
least twenty days prior to the day of election, an acceptance of 
his candidacy, otherwise such nomination shall be void and of 
no effect, and provided further, that this shall not preclude any 
additional nominations by petition filed with the Secretary of 
the Institute at least twenty days prior to the day of election, 
and said petition shall be endorsed by twenty-five members of 
the Institute entitled to vote at the ensuing election, and who 
shall endorse no other candidate’s nomination. | 

Sec. 5. Ballots shall be provided by the Secretary of the In- 
stitute, and these ballots shall be uniform in size, color and weight 
of paper, and shall have no mark, printed character or design 
whatever on the back. On the face of the ballot shall be printed 
the day of election, the number of Trustees to be voted for, and 
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the names of the candidates with address and occupation, and 
each name shall be arranged alphabetically on said ballot. 


Each member entitled to vote shall have the right to vote for 
as many candidates as there are Trustees to be elected, and if 
there be more names on the ticket than the number of Trustees 
to be elected, he shall indicate the candidates he intends voting 
for by marking their names with a cross in the left hand mar- 
gin of the ballot, and in no other way. 


All ballots with more marked names than the number of 
Trustees to be elected shall be rejected and not counted nor 
regarded other than as blank ballots. | 

In counting votes for Trustees the names marked as required 
upon all ballots properly cast shall be counted and credited upon 
the tally sheet, and the candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes shall be declared elected. 

The judges of election shall immediately file their report to 
the Board of Trustees with the Secretary. The poll list, tally 
sheet and ballots shall be placed in charge of the Secretary, and 
held by him, subject to the order of the Board of Trustees. 

The ballots after being securely sealed, shall remain in the 
custody of the Secretary for the term of six months from the 

day of election, and shall never be opened except in case of a 
contest for the office of Trustee. At the expiration of the said 
six months they shall be destroyed. The poll list and _ tally 
sheet shall be opened to the inspection of any defeated candidate 
or any member of the Institute, under such reasonable regula- 
tions as the Board of Trustees may by a majority vote of its 
members determine. 

Sec. 6. In case the election of officers should not take place 
on the day fixed by the Constitution, it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Trustees to give notice of an election, to take’ place 
as soon thereafter as practicable from the date of the day upon 
which the election should have been held; and in such case the 
officers of the Institute shall remain in office until such election 
is held and their successors are qualified. 
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Sec. 7. At the meeting of the Board of Trustees previous 


to the annual election, an Election Committee of three shall be 
appointed by the Board, outside of their own body, to qualify 
and install the officers elect; and it shall be the duty of this Com- 
mittee to see that all of the provisions of the Constitution rela- 
tive to the election of officers are carried out, and to formally 
administer the following obligation to each officer elect, at the 
next annual meeting, or within two weeks thereafter:

The above obligation having been duly administered and 
signed, the party so signing, being otherwise qualified, shall 
be declared duly installed, and shall enter upon the performance 
of his. duties immediately thereafter; and in the event of failure 
to qualify within the specified time, the office of the person so 
failing shall be declared vacant. 


ARTICLE Doo acancies. 


Secrion 1. Vacancies occurring in the elective offices of the 
Institute shall be filled by the Board of Trustees, subject to the 
approval of the Institute at its next meeting. 


ARTICLE XI.—Officers. 


SECTION I. The officers of the Institute shall be a President, 
a Vice-President, a Corresponding Secretary and a Recording 
Secretary, to be elected annually by the Board of Trustees from 
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its members. And the Board of Trustees shall, at the same 
time, elect as ‘Treasurer of the Institute a solvent incorporated 
bank in the City and County of San Francisco. 


SEC. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Institute and of the Board of Trustees, and preserve order; and 


in’ case of an equal division upon a question, shall give the 
casting vote. . 


SEC, 3. The President shall have the power tq call special 
meetings of the Board of Trustees and of the Institute whenever 
he may deem it expedient. 
| Sec. 4. The President, at the expiration of his term of office, 
or oftener, if so required by the Institute, shall make a written 
report of the general doings of the Institute, and suggest such 
means as may seem to him best calculated to promote its pros- 
perity. 

SEC, 5. The Vice-President shall preside and perform all the 
duties of the office of President in the absence or disqualification 
of that officer. 

Sec. 6. The Corresponding Secretary shall be the organ of 
the Institute in its conference with other societies and the Weltie. 
He shall make a record of all letters written by him, in a book 
kept for such purpose. All letters or other communications ad- 
dressed to or intended for the Institute, he shall cause to: have 
filed in a suitable place in the library room. He shall also per- 
form all the duties of the Recording Secretary in the absence or 
disqualification of that officer. 

Sec. 7. The Recording Secretary shall affix his name to all 
the advertisements and notices emanating from the Board of 
‘Trustees of the Institute. He shall attend all meetings, and in 
the absence of the President and Vice-President, shall call the 
same to order, and shall truly and at large record the proceed- 
ings of the Institute, together with the proceedings of the Board 
of Trustees, in books kept for that purpose. He shall also pre- 
_sent to the annual meeting a report giving an abstract of the 
monthly reports of the Treasurer. | 
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Sec. 8. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds of the 
Institute, subject to the order of the majority of the Board of 
Trustees, signed by the President and the Recording Secretary. 
The Treasurer shall make a monthly report, exhibiting in detail 
the receipts and disbursements, and the balance in the treasury. 

Src. 9. The Board of Trustees shall be vested with full power 
to appropriate funds, enact By-Laws, and conduct the affairs of 
the Institute. an 

Src. 10. The removal from the State of any officer, or the 
voluntary absence of a Trustee from three successive regular 
meetings of the Board, shall disqualify him from exercising the 
duties of his office, and shall be equivalent to a tender of his 


resignation. 
ARTICLE XIl.—Meetin oS, 
d 


Section 1. There shall be an annual meeting of the Institute 
on the first Thursday after the first Monday in the month of 
March of each year for the purpose of receiving the reports of 
the Board of Trustees, exhibiting the state of the library finances 
and property, and for the transaction of such other business as 
may be presented. At the annual meeting business relating to the 
previous quarter shall be transacted as at an ordinary quarterly 
meeting. : 

Src. 2. At all meetings of the Institute, at least fifty members 
shall be present for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 3. There shall be quarterly meetings of the members of 
the Association on the first Thursday after the first Monday in 
the months of June, September and December of each year, 
notice of which and of the annual meeting shall be given by 
postal card, and by publication in the daily newspapers and by 
‘posting on the doors of the library, reading and chess rooms 
for at least one week previous to each meeting. 

If the day for any of said meetings of the Institute shall fall 
upon a legal holiday, the said meeting shall be held on the suc- 
ceeding Thursday. 
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_ Sec. 4. The President, at the request of the Board of Trustees, 
‘or by written’ request of twenty-five members stating the reason 
thereof, shall call a meeting of the Institute for transacting 
special business, giving three days’ notice thereof in two daily 
city papers, and by posting on the doors of the library, reading 
room and chess room for at least three days prior to such meet- 
-ing. The members petitioning for said meeting must be in good 
standing and at least six months members of the Institute. 


ArTICLE XIII].—Finances. 


-. Section 1. No mortgage or bonded debt shall be incurred 
‘by the officers and members of the Mechanics’ Institute except 
to purchase land or erect or improve buildings thereon for the 
Institute. | 


__ Sec, 2. All the funds arising from dues, contributions, lectures, 
-and other sources, shall be appropriated as the Board of Trustees 
shall, from time to time, direct. ie 

Sec. 3. All documents affecting the funds of the Institute, or 
by which pecuniary liabilities can be incurred, must be authorized 
at a stated or called meeting of the Trustees, be assented to by 
a majority of the whole Board, and be signed by the President 
and Recording Secretary. | 

Sec. 4. Librarians and subordinate officers shall receive such 
compensation as the Trustees shall from time to time determine ; 
‘but in no case shall they be appointed from the elected officers of 
the Institute. 

Sec. 5. No pecuniary compensation shall be allowed members 
of the Board of Trustees. 


ArticLE XIV.—Neglect of Official Duty. 


Section 1. In case of official misconduct or neglect of duty 
on the part of a member of the Board, the Trustees shall have 
power, by a vote of two-thirds of their members, to expel the 
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offending member ; from which action, however, an appeal shall 
be allowed to the next meeting of the Institute. 


ARTICLE XV.—Expulsions. 


Section 1. If any member shall wantonly create a disturb- 


ance at any meeting of the Institute, or devise or take part in any 


measure designedly to injure the Institute, or shall purposely 
deface the books, building, rooms or appurtenances thereof, he 


“may be expelled and deprived of membership by the vote of 


those present at any meeting of the Board of Trustees, subject 
to an appeal to the Institute at the next meeting. 


ARTICLE XVI—Alterations and Amendments. 


Section 1. This Constitution shall not be altered or amended, 
except by a vote of two-thirds of the members present at a stated 
meeting of the Mechanics’ Institute, notice being given at a prior 


quarterly meeting. 








RULES OF ORDER

Regulation of Proceedings of the Institute and 
Board of Trustees | 


Section 1. The President shall preserve order, and may 
speak to points of order in preference to members, and shall 
decide questions of order, subject to appeal. 

Src. 2, When any member is about to speak, he shall address 
the President, and confine himself strictly to the question under 
-discussion. : | 

Sec. 3. Whena motion is made, or a resolution is offered, it 
shall be handed, if in writing, to the Secretary, and by him re- 


- read before it’ is debated; and every resolution shall be reduced to 


writing, if a member desires it. 

Sec. 4. No new motion or proposition shall be adinitted under 
‘color of amendment, as a substitute for the motion or resolution 
under debate. Any member, however, may call for a division of 
the question, when the same admits it. 

Src. 5. When a question is under debate, no motion or propo- 
sition shall be received but to adjourn; to lay on the table; for 
the previous question; to postpone indefinitely ; to postpone to 
a given day; to commit; to amend; which several motions shall 
take precedence in the order as here arranged. A motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order, except when a member is speak- 


ing, and shall be put without debate. 


Src. 6. If at any meeting a member doubt the decision of a 
vote he may call for a division, and the members voting on each 
side shall then be counted by tellers appointed for that purpose 
‘by the President, and the result declared by him. 


Sec. 7, No member who did not vote with the majority on — 


‘any question shall move the reconsideration of the vote. Recon- 
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sideration of a question can only be had at the same meeting or 
at the first subsequent meeting, notice having been given at the 
_ previous meeting. } 

Sec. 8. Voting by proxy shall not be allowed. . 

Sec. 9. A motion for amendment, until decided, shall pre- 
clude further amendments to the main question. : 

Src, 10. Motions and reports may be committed, at the 
pleasure of the meeting. : | 

Sec. 11. All questions shall be put in the order in which they 
are moved; and in filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest 
time should be put first. 3 

Sec. 12. The yeas and nays shall be entered on the minutes 
at the request of any two members. 
Sec. 13. The meeting may resolve itself into a Committee 


of the Whole at any time, when propositions made shall not be 
entered on the journal, unless they are carried in committee ; 


and when in committee, the President shall leave the chair and ~ 


appoint a chairman. 

Sec. 14. If, at any meeting, questions should arise that are 
not treated upon above, they shall be decided by an appeal to 
“Cushing’s Manual.”
